THE PAST WEEK

Interallied War Conference in
Paris Op2ns With Russia
the Big Topic.

LENINE DEALS WITH BOCHES

Germans Accept Bolsheviki Proposal
of Armistice—Signs of Collapse of
Radical “Government” — Ital-
ian Crials Considered Over
—Supreme War Coun-
cil for United States.

The great interallied waer conference
opened In Paris on Thursday and the
world Is jostified In expecting momen-
tous results from it, though they may
not be lmmediately evident.

Aslde from the question of unified
control of the war, one of the most
Important matters considered by the
conference, of course, was the Russian
situation. This was rapldly moving
to a clijpax, for during the week the
representatives of the bolshevikl gov-
ernment crossed over to the German
side and made their proposition of an
armistice on all fronts of the belliger-
ent countries. BSince this plan coln-
cides with Germany's desires and
doubtless was Inspired by her, the
German authorities nccepted the sug-
gestion and set December 2 for a con-
ference on the subject. Meanwhlle
members of the German general staff
were in Petrograd advising Lenine and
Trotzky.

The conference in Paris took under
consideration the issuance of a “ren-
soned statement for the guidance and
warning of the Russians as to the
serlous results that are llkely to fol-
low If a separate peace is concluded,”
to quote the conservative language of
Lord Robert Cecll. This means noth-
Ing less than that the Petrograd rad-
feals, and Russia If they anre nble to
Impose their will on the country, will
be recognized as enemies of the allled
nations. The ambassadors of the al-
lles and of the United States were
sald to be walting for the meeting of
assembly,
elections for which weré held last
week though the results were not
known at the time of writing.

Hope In Southeastern Russla.

There are growing indications that,
when the froth and spume of the pres-
ent bolsheviki revolution In Russia
huve blown away, the original revolu-
tionlsts of last March, men like Mil-
youkoff, who have brains and experi-
ence o8 well as ldeals, will come to
the surface again and regaln a control
that may save their distracted coun-
try from the talons of the Prussian
engle,

‘T'he beginning of the end for Lenine
was reported to have come on Friday,
when, according to dispalches from
Petrograd, his cabinet was succeeded
by a coallion ministry of advanced
Boclalists and other factions, with the
Bolsheviki In the minority.

Despite the fact that the second and
fifth armles last week gave thelr ad-
herence to the Bolsheviki “govern-
ment,” Lenine and Trotzky have
shown no slightest evidence of
their ability to rule Russla, and
whether or not they be knowingly
agents of Germany, thelr actlons are
all for the benefit of the central pow-
ers, If the armistice they ask for
were followed by the kind of peace
they advoente, Russia would lle open
to Germany as a ripe fleld for mercl-
less exploitation and the Germans
would gain infinitely more than they
possibly “would lose In western Eu-
rope,

The hopefulness In the situation les
far awny from Petrograd, A great or-
ganization known as the Southeastern
union has been formed, embracing the
Don territory, most of Little Russla,
the lower Volga reglon and Turkestan,
This Is the great grain-growing part of
Russia, the territory that feeds the
rest, and steps are being taken to add
to the union the corn-producing part
of Siberia. In all this territory, rough-
Iy speaking, Genernl Kaledines, het-
wan of the Cossacks, Is in control, and
he, lo turn, is controlled by leaders

who have not ylelded ta the dictation
of Lenine and his bolshevikists, More-
over, the immense gold reserve of the
Ruselan empire, which was removed
from Petrograd to the Kremlin In 1013,
has been taken still further Into the
Interior and Is out of the rench of the
maximalists, Whether Kaledines and
the Cossincks will chose to support the
soclnl democrats or will ald In a res.
toratlon of the monarchy I8 not clenr,
But sane friends of order, democracy
and freedom feel that anything would
be better than the relgn of anarchy
and civll war that threatens Hussia
now,

The soldlers who remain at the
front are walling bitterly because of
the shortnge of food, and there Is a
fine prospect of hundreds of thousands
of these fAghting men turning back In-
to their country half-starved and
ready to plllage and ravage it without
restraint,

Italy’s Danger Lessened.

The herole Itallan troops having
demonstrated thelr ability to hold back
about four times as muny Teutons
along the Plave front, the fears of a
more extended Invaslon of Italy and
of the capture of Venice are lessening.
During the week great numbers of re-
enforcements arrived from the British
and French armies on the west front,
many of them having marched elght
doys through the mountains, They
brought with them ample artillery and
supplies. Itallan reserves In great
masses, young, well-equipped and full
of spirit, also moved north to relleve
those who have been combating the
invaders, and In some places the Ital-
ians took the offensive, The fighting,
especinlly between the Plave and the
Brentn, continued flerce and unabated
throughout the week, and the losses
on both sides were heavy, but the Aus-
tro-Germans made no further galns.
Down toward the Adriatie they mnde
repeated attempts to cross the river
and the flooded lands In pontoons, but
were completely routed by the Italinn
artillery. As the week closed the situ-
ation in Italy was stlll serlous, but im-
proving each day.

Gen. F. B, Maurlee, chief director
of military operations in the British
war office, was especially well satls-
fled with the week's developments In
Ituly. From the fact that Germuny
had not brought up vast re-enforce-
ments to follow up the Initial success
with a decisive blow, he concluded
that Germany was unable to send
them. It Is now time, he declared,
to say definitely that the crisis In
Italy has passed, this being due en-
tirely to the efforts of the Itallan
army. “Anglo-French troops are now
avallable In sufficlent quantities to
satisfy us that the situation s se-
cure,” he concluded.

Hard Fighting Around Cambral.

The war has seen no more desperate
fighting than has followed on the heels
of General Byng's sensational thrust
toward Cambral, Crown Prince Rup-
precht scemed determined not to let
that city fall iniv the hands of the
British, or at least to make It a costly
prize, and his constantly re-enforced
troops were sent agninst the British
in Bourlon wood agnin and again and
In the vlllage of Fontalne, which
changed hands several times, Byng's
men held on tenaclously and usually
had the best of it in the hand-to-hand
fighting as well as In the artlilery com-
bats, and the tanks contlnued to play
their part, These monsters often
cleared the way for the lnfantry, and
in at least one Instance, when they
were themselves held up by superior
forces, the Dritish alrmen, flying dar-
ingly low, routed the enemy with ma-
chine gun fire and permitted the tanks
to go on, Altogether, it hns been the
most spectacular battle of the war, and
It has cost the Germuns a great many
of their best men,

Generul Byng last week seemed to
be endenvoring to break through to the
pnorth of Cambral, & movement that
probably would compel the enemy to
fall back on n wide front, Cambral it-
self seems doomed to destruction,

Genernl Pershing last week sent
over his second casualty list. It guve
the npames of two privates who were
killed in the trenches by Germuan ar-
tillery fire and of five severely
wounded,

President Wilson proclaimed a new
embargo on the importation of many
articles that are essentinls of munl
tions of war, without the express per
mission of the government, This will
operate to conserve American tonnage
for war purposes and to facllitate the
fmportation of raw materials and oth
er supplles necegsary in the manufac
ture of munitions, Thix assumption
of control over imports, provided for
in the embargo act, gives the govern
ment a powerful weapon for the eco
nomic war on Germany and ecan be
directed also agninst neutral traders
suspected of supplying the central
powers with Ameriean goods.

President Wilson on Monday ap

proved a recommendation of Mr.
Hoover reducing the alcoholie content
of beer to 8 per cent and reducing the |
amount of graln used by brewers to
unbout 70 per cent of the volume hither-
to consumed, Prohibition of all brew-
ing, the administration believes, would |
divert tipplers from the comparatively

Any
propaganda for such a peace, alleged
to be conducted at the Vatican's In-
spirntion, especlially In certain natlons,
Is the product of pure maliciousness.”
